In Sidon, George Habash’s Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine claimed responsibility for Fri- 
day night's infiltration attempt, but 
said the three had carried out a raid 
on Moshav Avivim.

LONDON - Britain has categorical- 
ly ruled out the possibility of recog- 
nizing a Palestinian government-in- 

exile. 

“We recognise states. not govern- 
ments,” a Whitehall official told The 
Jerusalem Post last week. “So there 
is no question whatsoever of our 
recognizing a provisional 
government.” 

The official would not comment 
on the likelihood of other European 
Community member-nations recog- 
nizing such a government, but in- 
formed sources here believe that 
Greece would do so immediately, 
and that Spain might follow suit. 

A spokesman at the Greek Em- 
bassy here noted his government 
“consistently takes positive posi- 
tions conceming Palestinian rights. 
But that does not necessarily mean 
there will be an immediate positive 
reaction to the formation of a provi- 
sional government.” 

The spokesman thought it likely 
that the various EC foreign ministry 
directors would meet to formulate a 
Community position. It is believed 
there would be an attempt to en- 
force collective discipline, and that a 
majority would oppose recognition. 

Greece, said the embassy spokes- 
man, “would take note of such a 
majority position, but would not 
feel bound by it.” 

The Guardian newspaper, in an 
editorial last week, said “more and 
more outsiders seem to recognize 
Palestine-in-waiting as an idea 
whose time has come. It is a move 
towards the two-state solution, 
which is the only just one.” 

If Israel wanted to recover the 
peace initiative, having rejected ev- 
eryone else's proposals, the editori- 
al continued, it could always pro- 
duce a peace plan of its own — 
“although that too will be useless 
unless it includes talks ‘with the 
PLO.” 

Michel Zlotowski adds from Paris: 

France, like most European coun- 
tries. would probably not recognize 
a Palestinian government-in-exile, 
official sources here told The Post. 

The French would base their deci- 
sion on the fact there is no definite 
Palestinian state or territory. The 
sources drew a parallel to Chartes 
De Gaulle, who “set up his govern- 
ment-in-exile only when he reached 
Algiers.

Ultra Orthodox say soft-drink 
company is ‘poisoning the soul’

Jr is ἃ scene from a soft-drink marketer's 
worst nightmare: a teenager walks into a store 
ona het August day and buys a big bottle of the 


competition's cola. 


“Why not Cristal cola?” the interviewer asks. 

“It's forbidden.” the teenager says. 

Sure enough. this cola-maker’s nightmare has 
come true in Mea Shearim, Boei Brak, and 
other ultra~Orthodox enclaves. The teenager 
who enters the store is wearing a long black 
coat, and has peyor (side locks) that trail down 
towards his shoulders. For him and many of his 
friends. the products of the Cristal soft drink 
company are on the top of the rabbis” blacklist. 

Both Rabbi Moshe Yehuda Landa of Bnei 
Brak and the Jerusalem-based eda haredit (ul- 
tra-Orthodox community) have withdrawn their 
seals of approval which assure that the product 
is kosher. The reason for the rabbis’ wrath is not 
some change in the soda-maker’s recipe. but 
rather the company's advertisements which re- 
cently appeared on billboards in the coastal 


region. 


The ultra-Orthodox leaders condemn the im- 
modesty of the women featured in those ads and 
say that they cannot endorse a product that is 
corrupting their commusity. 

Stickers distributed recently declare: “I don't 
quench my thirst with what poisons my soul.

Meshei-Zahav. A similar boycott campaign was 
launched about a month ago against the

Now that Kahane wants to divest 
himself of his American citizenship, 
the U.S. authorities are not standing 
in his way.

Without publicity, Kahane last 
week went to the U.S. Consulate in 
East Jerusalem, filled out the forms 
for revocation of citizenship, and 
made the requisite declaration be- 
fore a consular official. 

The papers are now at the State 
Department in Washington for pro- 
cessing. Since Kahane is held to be 
of sound mind and not acting under 
duress, the citizenship revocation 
procedure is certain to be upheld. In 
a short while. following approval, 
his U.S. citizenship will be deemed 
to have lapsed as of the date he 
made the declaration in Jerusalem. 

If Kahane is barred from the 
Knesset as a racist, he will have

parliamentary ‘seat.

Blacks, Jews face off in LA mayor race

LOS ANGELES - The spectre of a 
racially divisive campaign for may- 
or. pitting a black incumbent against 
a Jewish challenger, looms larger 
after the mysterious surfacing of the 

so-called BAD memos. 

Principals in the affair are Tom 
Bradley. the first black mayor of this 
city, and Councilman Zev Yaros- 
lavsky, who hopes to become the 
first Jewish mayor and who got his 
start in public life by organizing the 
docal Students for Soviet Jewry 
drive. Both men are Democrats and 
neither has officially declared for 
Office. But it is taken as all but cer- 
tain that they will face each other in 
next April's mayoral contest. 

Enter Michael Berman and Carl 
D'Agostino, two hard-hitting politi- 
cal campaign professionals who op- 
erate under the self-chosen acronym 
BAD. In recent months, the part- 
ners sent two lengthy memos to Yar- 
oslavsky, counseling him on cam- 
paign strategy and written in their 
characteristic blunt, irreverent and 
often insulting style. 

Among choice bits culled from 
the memos are statements such as: 


AMIT WOMEN IN ISRAEL 
(formerly American Mizrahi Women cf America) 
deeply moum the passing of

Has U.S.

Herbert Pagani, the Libyan-born, 
Italian Jewish artist, who died last 
week after a short illness at the age 
of 44, was buried on Friday at the 
Kiryat Shaul cemetery in Tel Aviv.

PANMUNIOM (AP) - Delegates 
from North Korea and South Korea 
reached a deadlock during a second 
round of talks yesterday on peace 
measures and on sharing the sum- 
mer Olympics, and each side 
blamed the other for lack of 


progress. 

Neither North nor South budged 
from its positions during the meet- 
ing here in the demilitarized zone 
that separates the nations. The 
North insisted on being a co-host at 
the Olympics. The South said it was 
impossible. They did, however, 
agree to meet again tomorrow. 

The main purpose of the talks was 
to arrange a full-scale North-South 
parliamentary session, but the two 
sides disagreed on what that session 


should involve. 

South Korean delegates contin- 
ued to insist on small delegations for 
parliamentary talks instead of par- 
ticipation of the full legislatures of 
both sides as demanded by the 
North.

Sir, ~ I refer to Wolf Blitzer's 
article of July 8, “NY Times lauds 
Post man’s book on Palestinian refu- 
gees,” regarding Benny Morris's 
book, The Birth of the Palestinian 
Refugee Problem, 

Mr, Morris claims that he found 
no evidence of Arab broadcasts giv- 
ing instructions to the Palestinian 
Arabs to leave their homes in the 
wake of the Arab armies’ invasion 
of Palestine. Where could Mr. Mor- 
tis find such evidence? Are there 
transcripts of such broadcasts, or are 
there tapes? Obviously if there are 
such transcripts or tapes, they are 
not available in the archives where 
Mr. Morris looked. I can state cate- 
gorically that when I was in Bagh- 
dad in 1948, the broadcasts were 
blaring from all Arab radios, short- 
wave and others, imploring the 
Arab population of Palestine to 
leave their homes in the war zones 
in order to return with the victorious 
Arab armies to claim not only their 
homes but also Jewish homes. 

After Israel had won and the Ar- 
abs faced the fait accompli of the 
war's outcome, we, the Jews of Iraq, 
were told that we were being thrown 
out of Irag to vacate our homes for 
the Palestinian Arab refugees, 

Maybe some of the Arabs left out 
of confusion; maybe some left out of 
fear; but there is no question that 
the Arab governments and the Arab 
radios made such broadcasts imptor- 
ing Arabs in Palestine to leave their 
homes. There is no question that 
we, the Jews of Arab countries, 
were forced to leave our homes even 

igh we were not involved in the 
war. In order to end this bitter dis- 


shots, earlier this month, at 
the Labour and Likud rallies of the respective 
party faithful failed to make much of an im- 
pact beyond the immediate rank and file.

A similar such campaign four 
years ago is supposed to have brought good 
results for the nationalist camp and a repeat 
performance this year would also serve as a 
good method to defy the intifada. . 

The importance the Likud attaches to this 
campaign of bringing the voters to the settlers.

As on previous occasions, 
when Mr. Shamir speaks to the party faithful 
in their own language, the real truth of the 
Likud-Herut option for this country comes 
out clearly and loudly.

or, because of the above-mentioned 
fears, unwilling to return to that 


Blecha has to justify the new ri- 
gidity in applying the terms of the 
convention. Austria is housing and 
feeding 15,700 refugees of whom 
2,300 are in the central 
camp of Traiskirchen while the ma- 
jority are accommodated in five other 
refugee camps and in private hostels 
and inns. The budget of $44 million 
for this activity has been spent. An- 
other $40 million must be raised to 
manage till the end of this year. For 
1989, the entire refugee budget must 
be increased by $50 million to make 
ends meet. 

Blecha pointed ont that the U.S. 


is granting preferential treatment to 
have seen 1500 Iranian Jews move 
on from Austria to the U.S., as well 
as 5,500 Armenians, not counting 
about 5,000 Soviet Jews who came 
through here in transit during 1988. 
These three groups have privileged 
status but they are included in the 
general refugee quota. In the first 
four months of this year, only 181 
“Te; δ refugees got visas to the 
U.S., 502 to Canada and 227 to 
Australia. 


In July, of the 1,639 emigrating 
Soviet Jews, only 90 travelled on to 
Israel. In 1987, the number of Soviet 
Jews passing through Austria was 
8,321; in 1986, only 901; m 1985, 
1,126 and in 1984, 891 received So- 
viet exit visas. 


THE SMALL Lower Austrian town 
of Traiskirchen is set amidst one of 
the country's most celebrated wine- 
growing regions. The camp has the 
characteristics of a small isolated vil- 


: lage. Camp life consists of three free 


meals a day (185 special meals for 
Moslems), 2 chapel for various reli- 
gious services, medical care, and 
community center run by the 


YMCA. 

“The mentality of the refugee has 
changed a lot over the years”, Says 
Norbert Fischer, who has been here 
for many years but has been respon- 
sible for running the camp for the 

two-and-a-half years. “Back in 
1956, during the Hungarian Revolv- 
tion, people were so happy to be 
here, modest and satisfied with any 
conditions, grateful for every little 
extra. Today, they do not even tidy 
their own rooms, are not interested 
in a job even within the camp to 
earn pocket-money,” Fischer says. 
“The way they demand things is cf- 
ten most unpleasant. They firmly 
believe the refugee camp is being 
financed by the UN or the U.S. and 
that Austria gets paid to provide the 
necessary services.” 

Traiskirchen has housed over 
300,000 refugees from all parts of 
the world since it was opened in 
1956, when Austria found it could 
no longer cope with the endless 
waves of refugees coming across the 
border from neighbouring Hungary. 
At the end of the World War H, 
Austria had given shelter to 1.5 mil- 
lion refagees and displaced persons, 
and at the outbreak of the Hungar- 
ian revolution was still looking after 
114,000, with 20.000 living in state- 
run camps. , accommodation 
had to be found for more than 
150,000 new refugees. The former 
imperial artillery cadet school in 
Traiskirchen, built in 1903, served 
the emergency. 

Even Cuban Head of State Fidel 
Castro knew how to use Austria’s 
refugee-absorbing “capacity several 
years ago: on dispatching 200 Chi- 
nese laundry-owners out of Havana 
they were sent via Austria to his 
long-term-foe, the U.S. For the 
short journey which the Chinese 
could have managed in a rowing 
boat they had to fly around the 
globe; Fidel Castro saved his face, 
Austria enhanced its image. 

Austrian prestige as a country of 
asylum, has been valuable for a 
smalj neutral country. Now, with an 
unemployment rate of four per cent 
(still very low by European stan- 
dards) and 142,240 foreigners al- 
ready employed all over the coun- 
try, the attitude has changed 
slightly. “Over 90 percent of the 
asylum applicants admit they have 
left their home country because of 
economic reasons. Mostly, they 
don’t even imply that they were per- 
secuted,” says Alexander Hirsch- 
feld, spokesman for the Interior

tem. They have also been endorsed 
by the WHO and adopted by health 
authorities in other countries.

BEING IMPRISONED in the dark 
is worse than being jailed in solitary 
confinement, according to research- 
ers at the University of Zarich. A 
hundred male and female students 
were locked up in a lighted room. 
They were given a switch and told to. 
push it if they were afraid. Sudden- 
ly, all the lights went out for half an 
hour. They alt sat silently, and 30 
per cent of the students pushed the 
panic button three to 10 minutes 
after the darkness started. 
According to a story in Maccabi- 
ton of the Maccabi health fund, 
adults are reluctant to admit that 
they are afraid of the dark, thinking 
it is childish. But the facts are there. 
Dr. Alfred Ortel, a psychiatrist, says 
that darkness allows guilt feelings to 
rise to consciousness. Man, he main- 
tains, punishes himself for his sins in 
the dark, which is why children are 
more afraid of the dark than adults. 


A MINOR, COMMON stress like 
public speaking can be as damaging 
to the heart as strenuous exercise in 
people who have cardiac disease, 
and even can trigger heart attacks, 
according to research published re- 
cently. The University of Florida re- 
searchers found that the common 
stresses can cause silent ischemia, a 
painless but ominous disruption in 
the flow of blood to the heart's own 
muscle. 

The study shows that previously 
unrecognized mental activities have 
very important consequences, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carl J. Pepine. It also 
appears that mental stress is a possi- 
ble cardiac problem only for people 
with heart disease, not those those 
with healthy hearts. 

The chief author of the rec- 
ommended that people suspected of 
having heart disease — those who 
smoke or have high blood pressure, 
high cholesterol or a family history 
of heart trouble — should be checked 
for this condition so they can be 
treated. When silent ischemia is dis- 


covered during routine tests, people 
can be treated with perro 
nary bypass surgery or angioplasty, 
a common procedure that uses bal: 
loons to open up clogged heart 
arteries. 


If ischemia lasts for more than 20 
or 30 minutes, the oxygen-starved 
section of the heart dies, resulting in 
a beart attack. Although the crisis 
usually passes in a few minutes with- 
out permanent damage, it may be a 
warning of more serious heart prob- 
lems to come. 

In another study, ‘researchers 
studied 39 heart patients and 12 
healthy people. While the men and 
women did a series of mildly stress- 
ful mental exercises, the doctors 
used a common diagnostic proce- 
dure called nuclear cardiology to 
watch their beating hearts. They 
found that a variety of mental gym- 
nastics, such as repeatedly subtract- 
ing seven from a four-digit number, 
could trigger ischemia. The worst 
was asking people to give a five- 
minute talk about their personal 
faults and bad habits in front of two 
observers. 


AN EXCHANGE PROGRAMME 
has been set up between the Hadas- 
sah Medical ization and the 
Columbus (Ohio) Children’s Hospi- 
tal aimed at improving the quality of 
patient care, teaching and research 
at both institutions. Doctors, nurses 
and other staffers are to be selected 
soon for participation in the two- 
way programme, which has been 
made possible witb a grant from the 
Wexner Foundation.

Leaving aside 
accidents, 59 per cent of the people 
who died on the island between 1982 
and 1985 were diabetics, according 
to a story in New Scientist. They 
have one of the lowest life expectan- 
cies in the world, with an average of 
39.5 years for men and 48.5 years 
for Nauruan women.

Management at Tadiran Ltd.°s 
battery division in Rehovot an- 
nounced this weekend it was closing 
the plant because of disruptions on 
the production line. ᾿ 

Tadiran's spokesman said last 
night he hoped the plant would only 
be closed for a couple of days, until 
management and the plant's works 
committee could begin negotations. 

Last Wednesday and Thursday 
the spokesman said. employees se- 
verely disrupted work on the pro- 
duction lines and that on Thursday, 
no work was done at all. “We prefer 
to close the plant down under these 
circumstances.” the spokesman 
added. 

The workers had declared a la- 


bour dispute at the beginning of the 
week. but Tadiran executives said 
last night the works committee had 
failed to declare the dispute official- 
Iv. Ever since the declaration. work- 
ers have refused to work overtime. 

According to the works commit- 
tee, management has refused to sign 
a new labour agreement that would 
change the salary system at the 
plant. Yisrael Fisher, chairman of 
the works committee, said at pre- 
sent. only 40% of the workers" basic 
salary is pensionable. He also de- 
nied management claims that the 
firm had run up debts of $13 million. 
Management claims that altering 
the current salary system would cost 
the company an extra $6m., an in- 
crease that would force the plant to 
close permanently.

ECI net grew 5 times 
to $1.1m. in first half

EC! TELECOM LTD.. a subsid- 
jary of Clal Electronic Industries, 
Thursday reported a sharp increase 
in its net earnings for the first half of 
the year. to $1.1 million. compared 
with $220.000 in the same period 
last year. 

Net profit for the second quarter 
alone more than tripled to $555,000. 
The manufacturer of telecommuni- 
cations equipment said sales in the 
January-June period were up 40% 
to 515.8 million. while in the second 
quarter, they had risen by over half 
to $8.3m. 

Following several vears of losses. 
ECI began showing a profit again 
last year. In June. the company re- 
ported that it had received several 
million dollars of new orders from 
Spain and Japan. 

TAAL, MANUFACTURERS OF 
PLYWOOD LTD. reported a drop 
in profit in the first half of the year, 
with net inflation-adjusted earnings 
of NIS 438.000. In the same period 


last veat. the company’s net profit 
totalled NIS 569,000. 

Pre-tax profit was down 16% at 
NIS 1.3m. The company attributed 
the fall in profit to increased produc- 
tion costs, particularly labour. 

Sales during the period were 
steady at NIS 23.1m., with exports 
accounting for 18.6% of the sum. 
Taal invested NIS 1.2m. in new 
equipment a few months ago. 

With regard to the second half of 
the vear. the company said a slow- 
down in sales to the local market has 
been felt since June. To compensate 
for the fall, Taal said it would focus 
its efforts on increasing exports.

Argentina in disarray 


By GARY MEAD 
BUENOS AIRES - When the presi- 
dent of a nation loses his temper and 
shouts “‘fascists™ at hecklers, the su- 
spiction arises that he is losing his 
grip. When the rowdies are highly 
conservative farmers moaning about 
profits, and the president is Raul 
Alfonsin, alarm bells start ringing. 

Last Saturday, Alfonsin inaugrat- 
ed one of Argentina’s political senti- 
ments comparable only to whistling 
the Queen at Ascot. The Rural of 
1988 will go down in history as the 
year in which the president became 
so enraged he forgot to declare the 
show open. 

As Argentina moves towards 
springtime, or “Primavera,” farm- 
ers are angry with the latest eco- 
nomic plan, the Primavera plan. Ar- 
gentine economic plans come in 
rapid succession, each promising to 
achieve precisely the same as the 
one bee.

In 1,700 days of office 
Alfonsin has supervised an accumu- 
Jated inflation rate of 51,000%. 

On August 4 the Primavera plan 
was launched as a Jast-ditch attempt 
to achieve utterly contradictory 
aims: to win the 1989 presidential 
election and to correct the structural 
deformations in the economy. It is 
also designed to persuade the Inter-~ 
national Monetary Fund and foreign 
commercial banks of Argentina’s 
creditworthiness. The government 
wants $1.2 billion from the IMF and 
$2b. from the banks to service its 
$56b. foreign debt. On the other 
hand, the plan has to curb monthly 
inflation of 25% if the Radicals 
stand any chance of domestic politi- 
cal success. 

Its success depends on what confi- 
dence it can muster from a nation 
jaundiced by the failure of similar 
plans, What foreign creditors care 
about is seeing some kind of order 
restored to an economy that threat- 
ens to move from chaos into anar- 
chy. They are not encouraged by the 
collapse of 77 private banks since 
1980, a budget almost one year late 
in being presented to Congress, a 
fiscal deficit of 6.5% of GDP and a 
corrupt state sector which, official- 
ly, annually pays $2b.in excess of 
market prices for essential items.

Shamir: ‘Shultz 
doubts need for 
[η{Ἰ conference’

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz has “begun to doubt the ne- 
cessity for. and possibility of, an in- 
ternational conference,” Prime 
Minister Shamir asserted on Friday. 

Shamir also said that even if the 
uprising in the territories goes on for 
nine years, it will not result in a 
Palestinian state. 

Sources here said that Shultz re- 
cently told American Jewish leaders 
that his reassessment of the confer- 
ence idea is a direct result of King 
Hussein's latest moves. Now, Shultz 
reportedly said, direct aegotiations 
appear to be the only avenue to 


progress. 

Shultz is understood to have made 
comments in the same vein last 
week to Ambassador Moshe Arad, 
who returned to Israel at the end of 
the week. 

Shamir also said on Friday he 
would agree to an international con- 
ference to solve the plight of the 
refugees in the Gaza Strip, but not 
to change the present borders. 

He was speaking to some 80 Li- 
kud_ activists, who will serve as 
guides ia bus tours to the West Bank 
which will be part of Likud’s elec- 
tion campaign. Shamir did not brief 
the activists on how to act if the 
tours are attacked by rioters or 


stone-throwers, but it is assumed 
that the buses will be safeguarded 
by the army, sources clase to the 
prime minister told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

The tours. Shamir said, would 
make the public realize the necessity 
of renewing the momentum of es- 
tablishing settlements, which is what 
the Likud would do if it forms the 
next government. 

“There is πὸ place for territorial 
compromise, there will be no border 
changes and no new fines on the 
map,” Shamir told the activists. 

Referring to the “disquiet” in the 

territories, Shamir said: “It has been 
going on for nine months, and I 
would like to see it over in another 
nine days, but even if it goes on for 
nine years it will not result in a 
Palestinian state. Those who are re- 
sponsible for the disquiet will realize 
that it is not getting them any closer 
to their goal, if the people of Israel 
imaintain their resilience, devotion 
fand calm.” , 
i Shamir said that a Likud victory 
iwould eliminate the danger of an 
‘international conference and, con- 
sequently, the danger of withdrawal 
to the borders existing before the 
Six Day War. However, he said that 
Likud would do nothing in the West 
Bank which could be interpreted as 
‘violating Israel's international 
jcommitments. 


British spy agencies 
row over Mossad ties

LONDON ~ Relations between 
Britain's two intelligence services -- 
MI5 and ΜΙ͂6 — have been strained 
by the near breakdown of British- 
Israeli intelligence exchange, ac- 
cording to today’s Sunday 
Telegraph. 

The paper states that British min- 
isters and MI5 -- the counter intelli- 
gence agency — ordered Mossad to 
withdraw all its agents from Britain 
following the Ismail Sowan arms 
possession affair in which the activi- 
ties of a Mossad cell here were made 
public. This caused a deterioration 
in Anglo-Israeli intelligence ties to 


the extent that the exch of even 
low level intelligence has now 
stopped, said the paper.

(According to the released pris- 
oner, the trouble began earlier, 
when prisoners, after sitting on the 
ground for two hours, defied orders, 
got up and began walking to their 
tents.) 

Troops under the command of the 
top officer responded with a heavy 
volley of tear-gas canisters (50 to 60 
landed in section B-1), and rubber 
bullets. After about an hour, sol- 
diers fired live ammunition in the 
air, and then shot into the tent sec- 
tions toward the ground. 

The top officer ran toward section 
B-5, where he pulled out his pistol, 
shoved it through a gate and shout- 
ed to prisoners to get back in their 
tents. One prisoner, Assad Shawwa 
of Gaza, refused, and in response to 
a query from the officer, identified 
himself and said “Go ahead‘and 
shoot me.” 

The officer took an M-16 rifle 
from another soldier and shot 
Shawwa in the upper chest. The bul- 
let exited through his back. When 

risoners called soldiers to evacuate 

hawwa, the officer said, “Leave 
him alone.” The evacuation was de- 
layed for several minutes because 
troops were unable to locate a sol- 
dier with the key to the lock of the 
compound gate.
